MOST IMPRESSIVE EVER HELD 

\ Grand Outlook from a Brilliant 
Present. 

The commencement exercises which 
were held on thi campus Thursday 
morning* May Mist, were the most 
beautiful and impressive ever witnes¬ 
sed at Hollins College. 

Promptly at eight-thirty, the band, 
seated beneath the trees near Knowles 
Hall, began to play lively music, 
while faculty, trustees, alumni and 
students, together with a number of 
distinguished visitors gathered in Car¬ 
negie Hall, where the procession was 
formed. 

At nine o’clock, the procession, 
headed hy the marshall, .hones I. 
Noxon, began its march around the 
campus to the strains of “The Battle 
Hymn of the Republic.” 

The first halt was made before 
Knowles Hall where Miss Elizabeth 
Bussell. ’18, in the language of a col¬ 
lege girl, expressed very briefly the 
sentiment of the student* in esteem¬ 
ing the Hall as n factor in school ac¬ 
tivities. Following an appeal for loy¬ 
alty ami reverence for our Alma Ma¬ 
ter, one stanza of America was sung, 
and the procession moved to Clover- 
leaf Cottage, the home of the girls, 
where Miss Bussell spoke of the place 
which Cloverleai and its girls occupy 
in campus life. The procession then 
passed to Carnegie Hall where the 
same ceremony was repeated. 

From Carnegie the procession took 
its way to the sun dial, which the 
(Mass of ’17 has left as its gift to the 
college. The pedestal was given by 
the graduates, while the dial itself 
was the gift of Hr. Ward, the hon¬ 
orary member of the Class of ’17. 
The gift was presented to the col¬ 
lege hy Paul L. Thoren and accepted 
hy Dr. Ward. The Senior Class Song, 
the words and music of which were 
written by Prof. Palmer, the Faculty 
Adviser and Mrs. Palmer, respective¬ 
ly, was sung by the students. Leav- 
the dial, the procession moved to the 
class tree, where the class poem was 
delivered by Miss Funk. 

After greeting Lakeside Cottage, 
the procession then marched to the 
campus near Knowles Hall where 
chairs had been placed in the shade. 
There the class history was read hy 
Mr. Edwin A. McQuaters, after 
which the class prophecy was given 
hy Miss Mary Conaway, who predict¬ 
ed a brilliant future for all her class 
mates. 

Following the prophecy, an appro¬ 
priate farewell address was delivered 
by Mr. Alfred J. Hanna, president of 
the Class of ’17.

Music in Wartime 


Carrying out the education laws of 
the State of Florida in regard to 
granting teachers certificates to grad¬ 
uates of Florida colleges, a committee 
appointed by the State Board of Edu¬ 
cation of the State of Florida, headed 
hy Superintendent W. N. .Sheats, 
LL.D., spent half a day of the past 
week on the campus inspecting clas¬ 
ses and investigating student condi¬ 
tions. Other members of the Commit¬ 
tee were Dr. Harvey W. Cox, Dean 
of the Teachers College and Professor 
of Psychology in the University of 
Florida, and Professor W. S. Caw- 
thorn, formerly at the head of the De¬ 
partment of Mathematics of the Uni¬ 
versity but now r State High School In¬ 
spector. 

At the invitation of Dean Enyart, 
Dr. Sheats made a brief address dur¬ 
ing the chapel exercises and took oc-

Now f that all patriotic citizens are 
curtailing their expenditures, and de¬ 
nying themselves many of their ac¬ 
customed luxuries, the o’.iestion arises, 
“Is music a luxury?”

BACCALAUREATE SERMON DE¬ 
LIVERED BV DR. GEO. M. WARD 

A Grand Outlook from a Brilliant 
Present. 


The Baccalaureate Services were 
held Sunday evening, May ‘JOth, in 
Knowles Hall 

The sermon was delivered by Dr. 
George M. Ward, who w*as assisted 
in the service by Dr. R. T. Jones of 
the First Baptist Church. Special 
music was furnished hy the Girls’ 
Glee Glub, which sang, “List the 
Cherubic Host,” from Gaul’s “Holy 
City,” and by Miss Waterman who 
sang au Aria from “Solomon,” by 
Handel. 

Dr. Ward’s sermon was one which 
appealed strongly to all his hearers, 
but especially to the graduates who 
are just entering their lifework. The 
text was taken from the fourth chap¬ 
ter of Ephesians, where the Apostle 
Paul admonishes “to walk worthy of 
the vocation wherewith ye are called.” 

Dr Ward said in part: “It was no 
trilling proposition that St. Paul laid 
down in asking Americans to walk 
worthy of the vocation to which they 
are called The most glorious land 
on which the sun shines is not that 
nation which offers its people ease 
and comfort and wealth; but the 
country which furnishes them oppor¬ 
tunity for growth, physical, mental, 
moral and spiritual,—which inspires 
the loftiest characters. 

“The vocation to which Americans 
are called is as high as their ability 
will enable them to reach. We ought 
to be the greatest people of history. 
Our absolute freedom from political 
restraint, our great natural wealth, 
our system of schools (which puts ed¬ 
ucation within the reach of everyone), 
offer the individual privileges hereto¬ 
fore unknown. We dodge the logical 
inference. But if much is required of 
him to whom much has been given, 
then we have a right to expect of 
America and Americans, the greatest 
accomplishments for the benefit of 
man and the glory of God the world 
has ever known. 

“It is easier to he truthful than 
it used to be in matters of real mo¬ 
ment. If your ambition is to shine 
in conditions as you find them, this is 
not true. Wh“ri they are dead. We 
honor men like Agassiz, who are so 
busy wdth worthier aims that they 
haven’t time to make money. We 
rank them among the greatest Amer¬ 
icans. * * * Most men want to attain 
proof of success in a material way. 
and while they are alive. • * ♦ But 
there is a growing conservative ele¬ 
ment today that is coming to see that

To Women in Colleges, Universities* 
Normal Schools and Technical Schools 

It has been reported to me that 
many young women now in the col¬ 
leges, universities and normal schools 
in the U. S. may not return to con¬ 
tinue their work at the beginning of 
the next school year, either because 
of their desire to serve their country 
in some capacity while it is in war or 
because of lack of money to pay ex¬ 
penses. 

The country will need the services 
of many women of good native ability 
and education in the Red Cross and to 
take the places in the trades, indus¬ 
tries and professions made vacant by 


the volunteering or drafting of men 
for the army; and it is good to see 
the readiness anti the willingness with 
which women are offering their ser¬ 
vices by thousands. Fortunately for 
us the rapid growth of our high 
schools and our liberal policy of high¬ 
er education for women in the last 
two decades have given us something 
like two millions of women with high 
school education and several hundred 
thousands with the training of the 
colleges and normal schools. In this 
time of need they will more than re¬ 
pay the country for all the cost of 
their education. 

For this very reason it should not 
now be necessary for any young 
woman to leave school, shorten the 
time and lessen the amount of her 
education that she may enter the im¬ 
mediate service of the country For 
every one of the 190,000 young women 
in colleges, universities and normal 
schools (approximately 100,000 in col¬ 
leges and univursiteis and 90,000 in 
normal schools) there must be two or 
three women having no less prepara¬ 
tion who could enter the service of 
the country without breaking up 
homes or leaving more important 
work undone It will be far better 
for the country that these go and 
that the supply of educated and train¬ 
ed women shall not be cut off in the 
earlier years of the war If the war 


is long there will be need before it is 
ended for all the trained women out- 
schools can turn out. Even if all con¬ 
tinued at their full capacity there will 
he need for them in fields of service 
where as yet there is little or no need. 

When the war is over and the world 
must be rebuilt with greater wisdom 
and more skill than have gone into 
the building of the world that is now 
passing away in the horrors of war. 
In the new world women will play 
new roles; they will take a more im¬ 
portant part in industrial and profes¬ 
sional life than they have taken in the 
past, and will have much greater and 
much more direct influence on the 
public policies of city, State and Na¬ 
tion. In our country there will be 
need for a much higher level of gener* 
al intelligence than we have yet at¬ 
tained, and to our country will come 
from all the world greater demands 
for both men and women of education 
and training than has ever come to 
any country at any time. Therefore, 
all young women who would serve 
their country and the world most ef¬ 
fectively ill this time* of their great¬ 
est need should take advantage of 
every possible opportunity to gain 
preparation for it. No one should 
leave school or college for any service 
which can be given as well by another 
whose preparation for greater service 
will not be prevented thereby. To pre¬ 
vent any having to leave because of 
lack of means to pay expenses, col¬ 
leges should reduce their expenses 
and lower the cost of living as 
much as possible, and societies, and 
individuals should endow temporary 
scholarships or lend money to stud¬ 
ents at low rates of interest until 
they can repay it. 

1 do not forget, nor would I have 
any one forget, that necessary imme¬ 
diate service to the country must 
have precedence over all else. Rut 
when the immediate service can be 
renedered by others, those who are 
preparing for such service as can not 
be rendered by most should continue 
their preparation with as little inter¬ 
ruption as possible. 

Therefore, I make this appeal to all 
young women in college, university, 
normal school, and technical school 
who can do so to continue their stud¬ 
ies to graduation so that they may be 
prepared to render the fullest ^nd 
best service in years of war if they 
continue and in the years of peace 
which will surely come

STATE-WIDE ATHLETICS 


INTERCOLLEGIATE CONVENTION HELD AT ROLLINS 


“Rotten Collegiate Athletics” re* 
ceived a death blow Saturday, May 
f>th when Representatives from the 
Florida Colleges came together jin 
conference here and organised the 
Florida Collegiate Athletic Assoriu 
Lion. 

Hr, W. L. Summers representing 
University of Florida. Dean J. A 
Smith and Professor W. Y. Mickels 
representing Stetson University; 
Dean W. R. Jones representing Col¬ 
umbia College* Coach W. W. Alder¬ 
man representing Southern College 
and Professor E* S. Palmer* R. W, 
Greene and J. Harold Ilill represent¬ 
ing Rollins College, were present at 
the Conference. 

Dr. W. H. Hall, secretary of the 
Physical Department of the Internat¬ 
ional Committee Y* M. C. A. who met 
with the Collegiate Athletic Commit¬ 
tee in the Tampa Conference was 
also a member of the Conference. Dr. 
Ball had visited the colleges previous 
to the Conference on May 6. He ad¬ 
dressed the students of each institu¬ 
tion at Chapel, addressed the mem¬ 
bers of each of the faculties and held 
other meetings with student leaders. 
The program of athletics be presented 
was of the highest standard, emphas¬ 
ising the importance of athletics for 
the individual, rather than the group. 
Every College gave Dr. Ball a warm 
welcome. 

The Conference opened at 10 u.m. 
on Saturday* Judge J, M. Cheney of 
Orlando, presiding. After a represen¬ 
tative from each of the institutions 
had expressed his sentiments on the 
question pending, it was unanimously 
voted to organize at once and steps 
were taken to form ami adopt a C(in¬ 
stitution and By-Laws, 

The one thing most noticeable in 
the meeting was the spirit nf the men 
representing the several Institutions. 
The project had been “deemed” im¬ 
possible, but there was not a sign of 
the “impossible” during the whole 
conference. Each institution in its 
turn made its honest confession. Each 
one had had enough of the old sys¬ 
tem. They knew it had all been 
wrong. Now everyone was willing to 
get-together and do the right thing, 
and they did it. 

The new organization will lie an ex¬ 
periment, but a successful experiment 
because of the Athletic officials now 
in office, and the spirit of each stud¬ 
ent body who stands loyal to the clean 
athletic program. The responsibility 
for the success of the Asoeiation rests 
with each individual institution. Each 
Institution will clean its own house 
and keep it clean. 

Dr. W, L. Summers was appointed 
a special committee on By-Laws, and 
R. W. Greene was appointed tempor¬ 
ary Chairman of the Board of Di-1 
rectors of the Association. 

As far as possible, the Conference 
adopted the Eligibility Rules of the 
Southern Intercollegiate Athletic As¬ 
sociation. The Constitution and most 


important By-Laws are printed be¬ 
low ; 

Article 

The name of this organization shall 
be the Florida Collegiate Athletic As¬ 
sociation, 

Article II,—Object 

Its object shall be to foster Inter¬ 
collegiate Athletics thruout the State 
of Florida, 

Arli cle 111.—Mem hr rah i p 

All Colleges and Universities in the 
.State of Florida which will adopt and 
sign this Constitution and By-Laws 
are to be eligible to membership in 
the Association, 

Article IV.*—Board nf Directors 

All powers of this Association shall 
be vested in a Board of Directors t con¬ 
sisting of one official faculty repre¬ 
sentative* not n coach, from each In¬ 
stitution, that is a member nf this As¬ 
sociation, 

It shall be the duty of this Board; 

1— 'To pass upon the admission nf 
new members, 

2— To discipline members, 

3— To determine and enforce 
rules of eligibility. 

4— To promote an athletic educa¬ 
tional campaign throughout 
the State. 

Article V.—Officers. 

The officers of this Association and 
Board of Directors shall be a Presi¬ 
dent, Vice-President, and Secretary- 
Treasurer, These officers to be elect¬ 
ed by the Board of Directors, from 
their membership, at their annual 
meeting 

BY-LAWS 

Article I.*—Platform. 

We believe In the spirit of Ama¬ 
teurism. 

Definition of Amateur: 

An amateur is one who participates 
in competitive uhvsieal snorts only for 
the pleasure, and the physical, men¬ 
tal, moral and social benefits directly 
derived therefrom. 

The Soirit of Amateurism carries 
with it all that is includcde in the de¬ 
finition on an amateur and much 
more. The spirit of amateurism 
stands for a high sense of honor, hon¬ 
est v. fairplay, courtesy and temper¬ 
ate living on the part of the partici¬ 
pants, hosts* guests, officials and 
soectators. It stoops to no technical- 
Hes, to twist or avoid the rules, or to 
take an unfair advantage of oppo¬ 
nents, It implies a recognition of the 
marked influence of athletics in devel¬ 
oping organic vigor, physical fitness, 
intellectual efficiency* moral qualities 
■«nd sound habits. It seeks to increase 
their value by ex halting l he standards 
of all sports. It is opposed to all 
practices which are harmful to indi¬ 
viduals or to amateur athletics in 
general, such as nlaying for money 
or gain of any kind, betting, sellings, 
nrizes, over-specializing of “star per¬ 
former” to the exclusion of the “rank 
and file,” etc. 


Ft recognizes the need of wise or¬ 
ganization and supervision of athlet¬ 
ics and co-operation in making these 
efficient. And believes that the spirit 
as well as the letter of the law should 
be enforced. 

Receiving Compensation 

No player or contestant of any 
university or college shall be paid, or 
receive, directly or indirectly* any 
money or financial concession or 
emolument as past or presnt compen¬ 
sation for or as prior consideration or 
inducement to play in or enter any 
athletic contest* whether the said re¬ 
muneration be received from ur paid 
by or at the instance of any organ¬ 
ization, committee or faculty by or at 
the instance or any organization, com¬ 
mittee or faculty of such university 
nr college, or by any individual what¬ 
soever. 

Fifteen Day Matriculation Rule 

No person shall bo eligible who is | 
not a bona fide student of the college 
on whose team he plays, duly matri¬ 
culated or enrolled in person for the 
current college year within fifteen 
days after the beginning of said col¬ 
lege year I not. including the ripening 
day)* and regularly pursuing a course 
in said college that requires ten hours 
of lectures or recitations per week, 
counting at least two hours nf labor¬ 
atory or practical instruction as equi¬ 
valent to one hour of lecture or reci¬ 
tation. 

Four Year Limit. 

No person who has participated in *4-4'4**i»4‘ , *4 , *4*4*4*4*4**fr 
intercollegiate contests, in any sport, * 
in or out of this Association, for any * 
part of a game or games for four ses- * 
sions, consecutive or not, shall parti- * 
cipate in contests of this Association * 
in that branch of sport. Provided, * 
that his total time of participation in * 
inter-collegiate athletics shall not in- * 
dude more than five college years. *

sickness. In matiy cases, the speaker 
said, music is the only thing that 
keeps them sane, 

it is well known that the German 
soldiers are made to ping, for the 
sake of the psylogogicaJ effect of mu¬ 
sical expression upon them. A hund¬ 
red incidents might be cited to illus¬ 
trate the value of music in the great 
emergencies of life, tho one alone 
would seem to be the epitome of them 
afijl*—that of the heroic hand who 
played as the “Titanic* 1 went to her 
doom. But it is in 
our every day life 
that we need music 
most of all, and for 
those of us who stay 
at home, and bear 
the economic bur¬ 
dens of the war, it 
would seem more 
necessary than ever 
that the idealistic 
part of life be em¬ 
phasized. 

So far ns the 
ijuestion concerns 
the children, it is a 
short-sighted pa¬ 
rent who will con¬ 
sider music a super¬ 
fluous luxury for 
them. War or no 
war, now is their 
only time to be edu¬ 
cated, and there are 
many material 
things which should 
be dispensed with 
before their music 
lessions are given 
up. 

The College Con¬ 
servatory 

Except in New* 

England and a few 
of the Middle States, 
in the country at 
large, more than 
ninety per cent of 
the colleges have music departments 
on the conservatory basis. These Col¬ 
lege Conservatories are doing w-ork 
of the highest order, quite on a par 
with the independent music schools, 
indeed, often surpassing all but those 
whose location in the large cities, is 
their great asset. The supreme ad¬ 
vantage of the college conservatory is, 
of course, the atmosphere of the acad¬ 
emic institution which furnishes a 
broadly educational background and 
lends dignity and strength by its af¬ 
filiation. 

When we think of the great ex¬ 
panse of our country, remote from 
the metropolitan centers, where there 
is no chance of hearing the great ar¬ 
tists, or of studying with any hut the 
most medic ore or private teachers, we 
realize that, the hope for the future of 


ty in which they live. For the college 
graduate is instinctively looked to as 
a leader in cultural and intellectual 
development, especially in the small 
towns and villages, and therefore it 
is of the utmost importance that the 
training offered by the college conser¬ 
vatory should he strong, sound, and 
withal attractive. And it is also of 
great importance that the college, 
particularly in small communities, 
should co-operate with the grade and 
high schools, in order to insure a 
thorough and systematic education in 
a subject which above all others can 
be absolutely mastered only if cor¬ 
rectly taught in childhood.

First of alb it is neces¬ 
sary that the foundation of happiness 
be a sound and healthy body firmly 
and securely established. Neglect of 
the physical man can mean only un¬ 
happiness and disaster. The day has 
passed when itfis thought that the flesh 
must be mortified and that the finest, 
strongest intellect dwells within the 
weakest, most emaciated body. 

The next key to happiness is vis¬ 
ion. 11 Where there is no vision, the 
people perish/’ What the world 
needs today is men and women of 
vision who have the strength to 
work for their ideals. 

After vision comes faith, without 
which vision is useless. Every act* 
however simple, is performed because 
we have faith in the things that we 
feel sure will happen. The man who 
must have everything proved lives 
in a world confined within the nar¬ 
rowest limits. 

Faith* however is valueless unless 
a person has the courage which is 
necessary to keep faith strong. Moral 
courage enables a person to stand 
fearless before the world. 

But courage* faith and vision are 
of no avail unless they are made of 
value to the world through service. 

The speaker made an eloquent ap¬ 
peal to the graduates to use for the 
good of their fellow men the health* 
vision and faith and courage which 
they have gained through their col¬ 
lege careers. This service, too, must 
be made broad and really valuable by 
the touch of the Divine Power which* 
for want of a better word, is called 
spirituality.

ARMY y. M. C. A. SECRETARIES 
NEEDED 

Three Million -Dollarn Ruing Raised 
Pur Y. M, C. A, Work. 


Mobilization for Christian work in 
the Army camps is the proper word* 
Those who are acquainted with the 
history of tht Voting Mon’s Christian 
Association know something of the 
wonderful work done hy this organiz¬ 
ation in the trenches during the Jap¬ 
anese-Russian War. No factor was 
more important in Mexico than that 
of the Young Men's Christian Asso¬ 
ciation. This organization is now' do¬ 
ing and has been doing for two years 
a wonderful piece of work in the Pris¬ 
on camps of Europe and also in the 
mobilization camps. Perhaps the 
greatest single piece of work it has 
yet undertaken will be to conduct 
Christian work among the million men 
who are to he mustered into service 
by the United States Army at the 
present time. 

Twelve llundrid Men Needed* 

Twelve hundred of the choicest and 
best trained men are now to be called 
to this work. Two hundred good 
Army Association buildings will be 
constructed in the various camps 
throughout the United States. These 
buildings will he large wooden struct¬ 
ures with auditorium, writing rooms, 
game rooms, offices, etc* In each 
building there will be first a General 
Secretary who has large training and 
experience. These men will probably 
be recruited from the men of the 
largest City, Railroad and Industrial 
Associations* Next, there will be in 
each building a trained Physical Di¬ 


rector who will have charge of play, 
recreation, lectures on First Aid to 
the Injured, and kindred topics. These 
men must be men of real experience 
and preferably men of medical train¬ 
ing* Third, there will be u Religious 
Work Director who will have charge 
of Bible study classes to be conducted 


men, there will be located in each 
army building from two to four As¬ 
sistant Secretaries. Most of these 
men are to he recruited from recent 
graduates, graduate students, senior 
students of marked ability, and others 
who have been active In Christian 
work. 
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among the soldiers; the daily religious 
4* meetings to be held, training and per- 
+ sonal evangelism, educational work, 
4* etc. Many of these men will be re- 
4* cruited from the college secretaries of 
4* the Young Men’s Christian Asocia- 
+ tionSp younger alumni who are now 
4* in the ministry, and other alumni who 
+ were active in Association work dur- 
+ ing their college careers. In choosing 
4* these men, undoubtedly preference 
4* will be given to men who have at- 
4* tended one or more Summer Confer- 
+ cnees. In addition to the foregoing 


It will thus be seen at a glance 
that two hundred secretaries with 
large experience will be needed, two 
hundred physical directors* two hun¬ 
dred directors, and from four to six 
hundred assistant secretaries. 

Suggestive Method of Selecting and 
Training these Men* 

It is expected that the two hundred 
Religious Work Directors and the six 
hundred Assistant Secretaries will be 
chosen and trained in connection with 


the Summer Conferences to be held 
at the various places in the United 
States. In the South, this Conference 
will in all probability he held at Blue 
Ridge, N. C,, the students coming to¬ 
gether at the same date as our Stu¬ 
dent Conference, June 12* To this 
Conference we are inviting all men 
who are qualified to fill any of these 
places. From those coming, the best 
qualified group will be chosen for 
this work, Here and there an out¬ 
standing man may be chosen ahead 
but with the specific understanding 
that he will go to the Conference. 
During the Student Conference, we 
expect that there will be a regular 
Association course on Army Associa¬ 
tion Work. In other words, those who 
take this work must be as rigid train¬ 
ing as these in the officers 1 recruiting 
corps. The War Council of one hun¬ 
dred men appointed by the Internat¬ 
ional Committee has decided that 
thirty days is to be the time required 
for each such worker* 

Government Recognition 

President Roosevelt has said that 
the Panama Canal could not have 
been built had it not been for the 
Young Men’s Christian Association 
in the Canal Zone. This organization 
kept th *2 men fit, clean and happy, 
and without it* officers testify hat 
the project would have failed. Hence 
the United States Government built 
the club houses in which the Y. M, C* 
A, work was done, put the secretaries 
on the United States pay roll and in 
every way facilitated the work of the 
Association. 

The War Department and President 
Wilson have been more than enthu¬ 
siastic about the work done on the 
Mexican Border* hence they are giv- 
(Continued on Page Fourteen.)
